Whv  come?  All  people,  including  people  with  disabilities  and  their  faniilies,  have  hopes  and  dreams  for 
the  future.  Sometimes  we  can  work  towards  those  hopes  and  dreams  on  our  own,  but  many  will  need  support  and 
planning  to  be  achieved.  Person  Centered  Planning  (PCP)  brings  people  together  to  talk,  listen,  and  plan  about  the 
goals  people  with  disabilities  and  their  families  want  to  achieve.  PCP  provides  a  time  to  talk  about  the  things 
someone  likes  to  do,  what  they  don't  like  to  do,  what  are  individual  strengths,  and  what  may  be  barriers  to 
reaching  goals.  It  is  a  way  to  think,  talk,  and  plan  about  where  someone  is  going  and  what  kinds  of  supports  they 
need  to  get  there. 

Who  should  come?  "Ifs  My  Choice,..Getting  Started  with  Person  Centered  Planning"  is  designed 
primarily  for  family  members  who  have  a  loved  one  with  a  developmental  disability  and  people  with 
developmental  disabilities.  It  will  be  particulaiiy  helpful  to  those  who  are  receiving,  or  who  have  been  targeted  to 
receive,  home  and  community  based  services  from  a  Medicaid  waiver.  Families  who  have  a  young  adult  who  is 
tiansitioning  out  of  special  education  services  will  also  find  it  helpful.  Participants  will  not  only  learn  about 
Person  Centered  Planning,  but  will  also  begin  to  develop  Person  Centered  Plans  using  the  "It's  My  Choice" 
workbook.  All  participants  will  receive  a  copy  of  the  "If s  My  Choice"  workbook  to  take  home.

Every  student  at  Gallaudet  University  is  required  to 
complete  a  specific  number  of  community  service  hours. 

Davina  Brimmer,  a  junior  elementary  education  major, 
has  far  suipassed  the  60-hour  requirement  and  become  a 
leader  on  campus. 

"I  like  to  made  people  realize  that  deaf  people  can  help 
those  in  need,"  Davina  said.  "I  love  to  give  back  to  the  community,  because  the  community  has 
given  me  so  much  in  retum." 

Last  weekend,  Davina  helped  organize  a  30-Hour  Famine  to  raise  thousands  of  dollars  for 
World  Vision.  The  group  of  students  she  organized  raised  money  through  fundraising  events, 
stopped  eating  for  30  hours,  and  volunteered  for  community  service  projects.  All  funds  raised 
will  be  sent  to  World  Vision,  who  will  send  the  money  to  starving  children  around  the  world. 
Over  one  million  youth  participate  each  year  in  World  Vision's  30-Hour  Famine. 

Davina  was  first  introduced  to  the  project  when  she  was  at  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  Her 
sophomore  year  at  Gallaudet  she  met  another  student  who  had  the  same  experience.  Together, 
they  brought  the  idea  to  Robert  Traina,  Coordinator  at  Community  Service  Programs,  and 
started  recmited  others  on  campus. 

"Davina  is  a  proven  leader,"  Traina  said.  "She  lcnows  what  it  takes  to  make  herself  a  wonderful 
employee  someday." 

In  2002,  34  Gallaudet  students  participated  in  the  project  led  by  Davina  and  her  friend,  sending 
$3,200  to  World  Vision  to  help  a  young  girl  named  Vilma  in  Peru.  This  year,  the  money  raised 
will  again  be  send  to  Vilma  through  World  Vision.  Next  year,  Davina  plans  on  being  the 
director  of  the  30-Hour  Famine  and  hopes  to  send  the  money  to  a  child  that  is  hearing 
impaired. 

Sei-vice  has  always  been  a  part  of  Davina's  life,  and  she  continues  to  serve  the  homeless  and 
lead  fundraising  activities.  In  the  Community  Service  Program,  she  is  a  group  leader  and 

supeiwises  freshman  on  weekend  events.
